Bar Hill Primary School 
Tree Week 

A term’s work for the whole 
school looking at Our Environment culminated in 
a special 'Tree Week’ in November, timed to 
coincide with the beginning of National Tree 
Week. 

The children have all been involved in projects 
which will lead to improvements which will make 
the School grounds an exciting learning environ¬ 
ment. The responsibility for translating these 
plans into action lies with a hard working, enthu¬ 
siastic group of parents, teachers and governors. 

The week began with fascinating presentations 
by Bill Clark, Warden of Wandlebury. A resident 
of Bar Hill, Tom Flanagan, who plants acorns, 
nurtures them, and then plants them in and around 
the Village, brought in his young trees and ex¬ 
plained his hobby to the younger children. On the 
Thursday, to mark the 25th year of the school’s 
opening, every class planted a tree. A representa¬ 
tive of Barcham Trees, the suppliers, broght a 
variety of tools and other visual aids to explain 
how to plant and care for our trees. They also 
kindly donated a Holm Oak. The money to buy 
trees and carry out other plans has been raised by 
the PTA over a number of years. The Residents’ 
Association has also donated £100. 

On the Thursday evening the school was open 
to parents and friends. Badge making was a popu¬ 
lar activity throughout the week but especially in 
the evening (we borrowed the Stibbington 
badgemaker). We raised further money for trees 
with a ‘sponsor a leaf raffle’. 

As part of the work, the School submitted an 
entry to the Tree Council’s National competition, 
‘Trees for all ages’. The school was one of 35 
winners and a pupil received a camera and £300 
from the Duchess of Kent. He also helped to plant 
trees in Belgrave Square Garden. One of these 
was a Plane tree to help replace the six lost in the 
Great Storm of 1987. 

The final event of the week was a remarkable 
workshop set up by Jon Powell and 3 volunteers 
from the Wildlife Trust (Beds and Cambs.). The 
children experienced coppicing using a pole lathe 
and helped to make a wattle hurdle. 

We owe a great deal of our enthusiasm and 
inspiration for embarking on the project to trans¬ 
form our grounds to the "Learning through Land¬ 
scapes" opportunities.

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Parish Council Notes 


The monthly meeting of 
the Parish Council was held 
on Thursday 2t)th January at 
7.30 pm in The Old Farm¬ 


house. 

Youth Activity - It was proposed that a pro¬ 
gramme of youth activities be set up in Bar Hill 
subject to funding being available. 

Play Area - A report from Wicksteed Leisure 
was awaited following their inspection of the play 
equipment. It was suggested that Marshalls of 
Cambridge may be able to assist the Clerk in 
obtaining the correct material to be sited in the 
gateways. 

Links Industrial Estate - The council agreed 
that permission would be granted for an advertis¬ 
ing board to be erected by the roundabout at a cost 
of £500 per week to the advertiser - this permission 
being granted for a trial period of a maximum of 
3 months. 

Charterhall Properties - Proposed develop¬ 
ment - The Parish council could not approve of any 
development adjacent to or adjoining Bar Hill 
which does not conform to the District Council 
Local Plan or County Council Structure Plan. 

Village Hall Roof Alteration - A planning appli¬ 
cation from the Management committee, to alter 
the roof to alleviate leak problems, was approved 
by the Parish Council. The request for funds to 
assist in this alteration is held in abeyance until 
costs for the Viking Way upgrading are known. 

Cycling on footpaths in Bar Hill - There was 
concern at the speed many cyclists attain when 
travelling along the Village footpaths. Pedestrians 
had complained that many cyclists do not slow 
down sufficiently at 'blind' corners. The Parish 
Council would, therefore, request that cyclists 
take extra care when approaching corners as the 
elderly and the very young cannot respond as 
quickly as perhaps others can. This problem only 
applies to a small number of cyclists, but even one 
accident would be one too many.
